and became a penniless hanger-on. 
He was ejected from the tavern one 
summer afternoon, and standing at 
the cross-roads, he 
invoked

nounced a bitter curse for a hun­ 
dred years upon the head of the 
tavern-keeper. 
Within a few minutes, the first 
swarm ing of the 
m artins 
ever 
known, old residents say, was un­ 
der way. 
And so, each summer, th© pest- 
tiferous creatures return. 
Police were called by distressed 
householders the other day, when 
the annual Invaaion got under way. 
W ith sawed-off riot shotguns, they 
shot more" than 400 birds out of the 
ancient oak trees.
